LIFE PR L IAMENT.

Ary Britlsh writers concede, and many deplore,
the decling of the Influence of the House of
Lorda in public affairs. Ita debates are spiriticss
and Mfcless, nnd tho active politiclans of the
United Kingdom regard the honors of the peer-
age as tho luat refuge of disappolnted ambition. '
The Whig party, which & usunlly powerfal in
the House of Commons, is always in a minority
in the House of Lords, but the Intter gencornlly
sanetions its measures, proyided they are not too

adieal, not from nny sincera approval of their

‘isdom or carnest desire to keep paee with the

irogress of the age, but because o ''sop to Cor-

crus™ 18 deemed politie, and because it is con-
Jddered best, on the whole, to neknowledge, with
i show of gracefulness, auch rights of the people
a8 ean no longer be safely withheld, As Lord
Brougham begged on his Knees the assent of the
House of Lords to the old Reform bill, so, from
time to time, the pity, the fears, or the selfish-
noss, rather than the reason or the judgment, of
that arlstocratic body have boen appenled to
to gain thelr approval of the action of the House
of Commons. The fierce conflict of opinions,
the stern debate, the solid argument, the rigid
and thorough investigations which characterize
the procecdings of the popular branch of the
British Parliament, rarely or never startie the
peaceful slumbers of the hereditary poers. |
Having little rea! business to do, the attendance |
ol these luxurious legislators s veory lrregular,
They often wander over the Contluent, or enjoy |
placid repose for years on thelr eatates, without |
ever appearing in their allotted seats. They
acknowledge no responsibility to any constitu-
ancy; they are never called to account at the
hustings; they have no rivals to fear; and they |
bave no incentives to exertlon except when
their vanity is tickled or their sluggish blood
viviiod by the hope of gaming real power
through the exercise of a potent influence upon
the proceedings of the House of Commons,

In the sge when the world was dazzled
by mere show, and when the outward |
semilance of authority made o deep im-

press upon uncnltivated Imaginations, fow Eng-
lish eycs were undazzled by the splendors of
dueal coronets, but men ausk now rather what
jewels are enshrined in the brains of those who
aapire to rule than what tinsel trappings en-
eirele their browe. As a practical result, the
Queen wields less positive influenee over the
management of British affairs than a vigorous
untitled parliamentary orator, and (e opinions
of the whole House of Lords are often of less
practical importance than the views cherished
by & Cobden, o Bright, or a Gladatone,

From time to time various modes have been
suggeated for restoring to the House of Lords
some of its ancient glory, and the belief is
spreading that it must either be fmproved, or
totally abolished as n useless, antiguated clog
upon the wheels of governmental machinery.
Partly in doference to this sentiment Earl Rus-
well has introduced a proposition for the creation
of alimited number of llfe peerages. This mea-
sure has attracted much attentlon, but it contem-
plates such a partial and insignificant reform,
that its ebief importance arises from the fuct
that any change whatever in the composition of
such a conservative body could be for one
moment entertained. The progressive London
journals complain that as a reform bill it will be
useloss, except a8 & forerunner of better things

to come. The whole pumber of life poers
{8 to be limited to tweuty-olght, and
they are only to be appointed it

the rate of four a vear for the next seven yoars.
The field of selection Is also restricted, and the
proposed new peers musi be either persons who
have sat in the House of Commons for ten
years, men ominent in art, science, or literature,
Scotch and Irish peers, soldiers, sallors, judgzes,
or colonial officials. The old members of the
House of Lords who desire to perpetuste the
present sloepy system have llttle to fear from
this mild innovation. The new life-blood is to
be infused at too slow a rase, in too small a
quantity, and from elasses too muoch predisposed
to conservatisi, to serlously disturb the equani-
mity of the drowsy drounes of the aristocrocy.
What the Whig party really necds, it it is tho-

roughly carnest In its professions of
liberalism, is & strong  band of sturdy
orators to Dbeard the lion of Torylsm
iIn ita den, and to thunder the liberal

doctrines which are disseminated by the press in
the oars of the men whose blood hes flowed for
senturies through the veins of descendanis of
the followers of Willlam the Congqueror. It may
get a few recruits under the proposed new sys-
tem, but not enocugh effective choawmpions to
leaven the dull mass of conservatism. HMHow-
ever, British progress Is always slow; it requires
many years of agitation to effect in Englund
ohanges which are readily adopted in this coun-
by after vory brief conelderation: and it may be
easlor, after a few llfe peers hinve been crested,
to lncrease thelr number, than to secure the
passage of n proper reform bill at the outset. Iy
the young Tories become inspired withthe ambi.
tion to vindicate, in debate, before the world, the
justice and wisdom of u perpetnation of their
prerogatives, they may Hereafter be Induced to
scquicsce gracefully in the presence of a suf-
ficlent numbar of progressive orators to ensure
& continual succession of lively debates, andd an
Intellectual conflict that will interest not only
the British public but the whole civilized

world.

cupe, cakes of sonp, papers of pins, shoe-strings,
shirt buttons. and ““overy such thing" were
eenttered by the gencrous and open-hearted
members, and in not a solitary instunce ls it re-
corded that the reelpient of any of
these  delicate  and  deserved  complimenta
was ‘‘taken aback,” or that his response was
churacterized by any considerable amount of
“feeling," or possessed, to an extraordinary
degree, the rare virtue of brevity, The contrast,
Indeed, is g0 marvelloas that we might be in-
elined to regard the New York Legislature ns
being made up of materinl altogether different
from that which formed the staple of our own,
were it not for the following paragraph in a
recent number of the New York Times:—'1t is
with great thankfulness thiat the people of New
York ity observe thut the days of the Albany
Leglslature are almost numbered, and the sense
of relief will be general when that hody s
gathered to I8 predecessors.™

THE TRIUMPH OF RELIGIOUS LIBERTY

IN SPAIN,
Tur grand appeal made by Senor Castelar In the
Epanish Cortes, to guarantee to every person in
the country the full and free exorcise
of his conscience in  matters of religion,
has resulted as might have been antlcipated by
every one who read his burning words, The
cable brings us the intelligence that the Con-
gtituent Cortes, by o vote of 164 to 40, have
adopted the article in the proposed new Consti-
tution which relates to the subject of w-:;.—-llip_
The articles bearing upon this point read as fol-
lows:—

YiArtiele 20.—The natlon obliges itselfl to malntain
the worship and she minlsters of the Catholle re-
i glon.

“Article 21.—The public and private exerclse of
any other religion 14 guurantesd toull forelgners resl-
dent in Spain, without other limitations than the unl-
versal rules of morals sud of right

*Article 9911 any Spaniards profess any othor
religion than the Catholie, all the dispositions of the
foregoing paragraph are appilcable to them.”

It will be observed that the twenticth article
makes Catholicism the established religion of
the Btate.  All llberal Christlans will unite lo
propouncing this o serious mistuke. The day
when every member of society should be foreed
to contribute to the support of a Btate religion,
whether he belleves that religlon to be the one
true faith or directly the reverse, has long since
been numbered with the past, yet the United
Siates is the only nation of any pretensions
which has recognized this fact and ncknowledeed
its imporiance in framing its scheme of governy-
ment. England continues to lnslst upon the
gross injustice of compelling dissenters to nsgist
in maintaining the Angliean Church, while, st
the same time, the dignitaries of that Chureh are
permitted to take part in fruming the general
laws of the realm, whesher their lmport be of o
civil or of a religious character, Until the
eleventh hour she has carried this doctrine into
practice to the utmost extrome in Ireland: but
al lnst, belore the advancing spirit of the ace
and the fedr of losing cven ler Infirm hold upon
the Emerald Isle, shie Is roceding ns fast and as
far as her senke of digoify and decency will per-
mit. The disestablishment of the Irish Church.
however, portends o similar severance of the
religions from the civil nuthority In England be-
fore the lapse of muny yoars—a fact which many
of the Tory leadera so fully apprecinte thut they
make it the groundwork of their nr-,:um:-_m.'-a
agiinst the overthrow of the Irish Chureh.

Wogreat variety of tastes to be gonsulted, and the
thentres must present o variety or they will cease to
meet thelr axpenses.  The managers ran thelr catiab-
Hahments for the purpose of making money, the
gume s people In other lines of hosiness, and high
urt constderations wre of dnecessity moade secondary
to the dollars and cents, It 8 the business of the
orftle to puéss judgment on the performances accorids
g 1o thelr merits, aking into constderation all thy
extenunting clreumstances ; but we do not esteem [t
the functlon of eritielsm to berute the managers and
actors for giving performances that «o not come up
to the high art standand, unless there |8 something ln
thiemn opposed to modesty and decensy.

The Presd, n fow days ago, In o noties of Lottia's
new plece, unjustly censured the management of
the Arch Street Theatrs, and made some comments
upon the style of entértainment that has been given
this week, which the facts of the case will hardly
warrant,  The comments of the Fress were s fol-

Our opinion of Lotta's merits a8 an actress are
known, aml her new play of Pepina s about as
deficlent in any merit whatever as any atfaly of the
Kind well could be. 1t 8 no particular disoredit
to Lotta, however, that she commenced hor cavesr
in o California concert saloon ; and while it is ousside
of the line of the oritic’s duties o investigate the
private characters of the ladles and gentlemen of
the dramatio profession, we conslder I§ no more than
Justice ln the present Indtance to state thakthe young
lady in question has won the esteom of all who have
become nequainted with her, and her charactor as a
lady has never been impesched, In her profession
ahe has worked hard for success, and although we
would be plensod to see her ln better pleces than
Pepina, we believe shatshe deserves success, and wre
beurtily glad that she has won it

Mrs. Drew hus certainly done her duty by the pub-
lie during the present seasor. She has prodaced a
number of first-rute plays in frst-rate style, and
the performapces altogether have besn unusuaslly
excellent, judged by the highest standard of merit,
Under these clrenmstances, the advocates of the
legitimate drama have certainly nothing to complain
of, and a8 the engagement of Lotta atfords pleasure
10 4 very large number of persons to whom Teel/th
Night and Mueh Ado About Nothing are mysterios,
and as she 18 the best paying star o the country, the
character of the thestre will scarcely sufer unless
there i3 something particularly ontrageons in her
behavior, The Kicks, baujo playing and walk-arounds
of Lottaare not particuiarly elegant, but that |a the
worst that can be sald of them, and we are unahle
to 8o anything so objectionable in the performanies
Wt the Arch during the past week as to call for the
censiures of the Press which have béen guotad sbove,

The manugers and actors owe something o the
botter clags of playgoers; and when a fslr atiempt
has been made to aatisfy the highest critionl require.
ments, they shonld recsive credit acccordingly. The
season At the Arch now drawitig toa close has, on
the whole, been the maost satisfnctory of any fora
pumber of years, More good pleces aid fewer abe-
solutely worthiess ones huve heen produoed, and the
woll-tralned stock company have given some acting
thst will be remembered with plensure by all who
have any apprealation of the deamntio art; ound if
the senson winds up ns prosperondly as it began,
with full hopses, and, ns 0 Anale, o grand break-
down  led by Lotta, nobody will have Ry gl
canse Lo find fanit in the mulier.
